DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed October 16, 2008. Claims 
1, 46, and 50 have been amended. No new claims have been added. No claims have been cancelled. 
Currently, claims 1, 3, 5-20, 22-44, and 46-50 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, with respect to the amendment of claims 1 and 46 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 and 46 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-20, 22-44, and 46-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for 
allowance with regards to claims 22-44 and 48-49 have been previously presented and will not be 
repeated. 

4. With regards to claims 1, 3, 5-20, and 50, prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a gas 
sensor comprising a cavity, a radiation detection means and/ or detector mounted on a printed 
circuit board, an electronics housing having an upper wall that defines a wall of the cavity, and a 
resilient member having one or more apertures through which the radiation means and/ or detectors 
extend wherein the resilient member extends from the printed circuit board to the lower surface of 
the upper wall of an electronics housing.
